And at one particular point do juries fail to rise as they

This is in connection with damage suits against 


corporations. So many Unjust verdicts have been rendered hi 
such suits that it h,is come to be a common feeling that a cor- 
poration has but little shdwifor justice before a jury. It is not 
true that all verdicts in suc^i cashes 4i'e unjust, but so many of 
them are evidently the fhilts pf sympathy and prejudice, 
rather than conclusions b^se^l on facts <md evidence, that pub- 
lic faith in the jmy system has been stiained almost to the 
bieaking point 


As a lesult of the comparatively slim show for justice that 


corporations have befoie juries under the conditions that exist 
there has giown up a practice of bringing suits against them 
on grounds that would be utterly untenable under other cir- 
cumstances 
So many verdicts have been rendered .in which 


the'faqts in the cases were practically ignored that,cprpora- 
tidns are now, so far as possible, settling their suits out of 
court, in many cases submitting to what is substantially no 
bettW/trian blackmail rather than bear the expense of a trial 
arjuS'lptvrobbed to an even greatei extent at the hands of a jury. 


Heie is a field in whicii there is room for reform, and the 


refb'rm is one that must come, if judicial procedure is to hold 
trie respect and confidence of the,public, without which it 
might as well be thrown to the winds 
The abuse has gone 


ttr enough and too far already 
It is time it should be brought 


to an end, for its continuation ieopaidizes the rights of every
